Mrs, Grace Strang, mother of -four 
children, waa arrested last week Thurs- 
day on a charge of having murdered 
her husband Herbert, who died May 15. 
at hia home, 438 Lincoln place. High- 
land Park. ■ 

Mrs, Strang was ordered held without 
bonds in the Lake county jail at Wau- 
kegan following the. report of Coron- 
er's Physician Wm^^McNally of Chica- 
go that the contents of the dead man's 
stomach showed; a considerable qurtn- 
tityof strychnine. , 

"I am innocent," said Mrs. Strang. 
•"The charge is preposterous." 

. "If Herbert Strang died of poisoning 
somebody other than Mra. Strang ad- 
ministered it," aaid'her brother; ■ Wm. 
Ives of Highwood;- superintendent of 
transportation oCthe Chicago North 
Shore and Electric railroad, "I shall 
fight this case with all the means at 
my conimand," 

State's Attorney Jameg G. Welch of 
Lake county issued a statement that 
"Mra. Strang had an affair with an- 
other man. and for that reason desired 
to be free 6f her husband." 

At his request the preliminary hear- 
ing, convened last Thursday before Jus- 
tice Leo F. Farmer at Waukegan, was 
continued until June, 5, to permit the 
state to assemble additional evidence. 
■^^heriff. Elmer Green arrested Mrs. 
Strang at her" Highland Park home. 
She was in the^midst of housework and 
waa surroundetLi by her four children, 
the oldest of 'JWhom, Kenneth. la 15 
years. The others, are Donald, ^' 13; 
Leonore, the on,lir.:^^^daughter 9, and 
Thoma;g'4..: f '0:^'" 

Strang, 49 years', old, an employe for 
twenty years of the Chicago, North 
Shore and Electric railroad, had lived 
the greater part of his life In Highland 
Park. He was in comfortable circum- 
stances. He owned hia own home. He 
was the aon of Thomas Strang; fornaer- 
ly chairman of the board of supervisors 
of Lake county. 

The first intimation that the author- 
ities suspected his, death might not 
have occurred from natural causes came 
on May 18, when Coroner John L. Tay- 
lor of Lake county ordered an analysis 
of the stomach contents, Mrs. Strang 
at the inquest satd ahe believed death 
had been caused my emboliam. The 
Inquest was continued. 

The testimony waa that on the night 
of May 15, Strang had eaten heartily 
of a meal prepared by Mrs. Strang. 
He had gone to bed soon after In the 
apartment occupied by him and his aon, 
Thomas, on the first floor. Mra.Strang 
and the other three children retired for 
the night to the second floori 

About U o'clock Thomas heard hia 
father groaning and notified the moth- 
er. She came downstaira, and summon- 
ed a phvaician. He died before the 
phyaiclan arrived, without regaining 
consclou'sneas. 

Mr. and Mrs. Strang had riot been 
living together.. For fifteen months 
she had made her home at Boatwick, 
Fla. She had returned to Highland 
Park May 1, two weeks before he died. 
State's Attorney James G. Welch, 
who iaaned the startling statement 
Tuesday that he would be able, at the 
proper time, to tell where, when and 
by whom the strychnine was purchraed 
which resulted iu'the death of Herbert 
Strang, and further that he would be 
able to prove that Mis. Strang waa the 
murderess, sprang a still further sur- 
prise Wednesday morning when he an- 
nounced that Ije will go before Circuit! 
Judge Edwards and ask permsasion to 
have a special jury called at once to 
consider the case. '. . 

The ' preliminary hearlnj^ was 
set for Thursday . morning. The pros- 
ecutor called up Attorney R, J. Dady, 
counsel for Mrs. Strang, and served 
notice that he will ask for a week's con- 
tinuance when the case ifl called. He 
admitted to the defendant's counsel his 
plan is to summon a special grond jury. 
Mr. Welch gave as his reason that he 
does not care at this time to uncover 
the evidence which ho has uncovered

Death of Hugh R. Brogan

.Monday. June 2. marked the passing 
of Hugh R.. Brogan, an aged resident 
of this village who for the paat few. 
weeka has been staying at the homo of 
his daughter, Mra. Ned Bates at Grasa 
Lake. 

Mr. Brogan who, bad he lived un^il 
next November, would have reached 
the eightieth mile stone In life's jour- 
ney, was born in Ireland. When a lad 
fourteen years of age he with hia par- 
ents came to America and forayery 
short time they Jived near Ruaselt, then 
hia father purchased the old home farm 
near Bean Hill, there it was that ho 
grew to manhood. 

Leaving the home place he went to 
Cleveland, Ohio, where he met Misa 
Catherine McEnany.' whom he mnrried 
on the second day of January 1866.

Where 
telephone and wireless broke down, 
nnd men could' not survive tho stonn 
of shell fire, Ifls recorded that 07 per 
«ent of the messages carried by carrier 
pigeons camo safely tlirough. 
Told of German Retreat 

..T^y*i*^".*'"* Germans retired "to tho 
nindenburg line," It wns carrier pig- 
eons cnrrlod.fonvnrd Into tho front 
ndvnnce linos that brought hack the 

• news of tho retirement long before 
telephonic communlcntlon could bo es- 
J^'^J'fihed. Through tho whole nron. 
1.300 square miles, on a front of 100 
miles from Arras to Solssons, carrier 
pigeons did their work effectively. And 
wherovor the Americans fought, at 
Cantlgny, Chateau-Thierry, Torcv 
'BouroRches, Belleau wood. Condc-cn^ 
Brie, Buzancy, Jaulgoune. Fore-en-Tar- 
denolH, Bllgne, Clergos. Vlllers-Arffron 
Plsmcs, Frapolle, Bazoches. .Tuvlgny," 
St. Mlhlol, Argonne forest— carrier 
pigeons were likewise on the Job. 

A carrier pigeon aided in capturing 
n U-boat and hor crew. A coast watch- 
er on one of tlie loneliost parts of the 
west coast at sundown saw the tip of 
n periscope arise nnd then tho conning 
tower of a U-bont. The underwater 
boat slopped, ond the ofllcors and crew 
were seen on dock. The lookout miin 
tied a note bearing the infonnatlon to 
the leg of a carrier pigeon and released 
It from his basket. The next morning 
a Gemmn submarine, which had run 
out of gasoline, nnd Its ofllcors and 
erow were taken to a. naval sub-base. 
A British patrol boat was discov- 
ered by a German Bul)nmrlne ni:J tor- 
pedoed and shelled. The skipper, hav- 
ing on board n currier pigeon, wrote o 
brief message, tolling his position and 
'What had happenetl. As the boat 
■Bank, tho skipper began swlnuulnr for 
.some wreckage to cling to. The pigeon 
went up gradually In a spiral, and the 
Germans, seeing It, began shooting at 
the bird. Tlio skipper, drifting on the 
wreckage, gave up hope when lie saw 
the bird had been hit. Twenty miles 
away, however, It lighted on a patrol- 1 
JIng destroyer, Us sllyer-grny plumage 



Bpecked with bipod. Its tall feathers 
Shot away,. and one of Its wings wound- 
ed. The coranmndlDg ofllcer read tlio 
message, the, destroyer was rushed at 
full speed to tho place Indicated, and 
within three-quarters of an hour from 
the time that the pigeon was sent off. 
tho ofllcei-s nnd crew of the patrol were 
picked up where they clunc to the 
wreckage.'' 

Spy With Pigeon's. 
An American nt Liege, in writing of 
tno German advance, told this Inci- 
dent: 

"As I returned to the city, wallting 
along the Biver Meuae, I saw one who, 
obllv ous of war and Its alarms, was 
danglhig his legs over the water and 
peacefully nshlng. Tho battle in tho 
air, which he must have witnessed, 
had not moved him. The certainty that 
tho Gennans were only a "few miles 
away lind not concerned him. Ho 
smoked his pipe nnd placidly cast Ills 
imp. It was soothing to overstrained 
nerves to see that chap, but It was 
only a few hours later that I learned a 
German spy had been arrested as he 
posed as a flsherman, with a creel full 
of carrier pigeons." 
Another story reads: 
"In tho cowl, .habit and tonsure that 
mark the monk n young man told his 
beads aboard Uie train bound for Ant- 
werp. And a woman, hardly more 
t^inn a girl, kept her eyes fastened on 
the man of prayers. She studied on 
the devotion with which his fingers 
slipped from decade to decade of tho 
long, well-worn rosary that hung from 
the cincture about his waist. But,.al- 
tiiough his lips appeared to move In 
humble supplication, the woman saw 
"lat ho had failed to kiss tlie cross. 
Tho lapse was significant 

"'Spyl' the girl hissed Into the face 
of the alleged ascetic. In an Instant 
two guards had seized tho man nnd 
rushed him down the tndn corridor. 
The woinnn examined the small wicker 
basket behind In Uio Rent. Lifting the 
lid, she found three pigeons." 

Get German Pigeons, 
A news dispatch briefly summarized 
such a (Ind thus: 

"A German trawler was captured by 
a British warship near the Orkney 
iHlnnds to (he north of Scotland. She 
Is believed to have been engaged In 
spying, as carrier pigeons were found 
on board." 

Itefonmco has already been made to 
tho number of messages carried back 
to tlie French lines by carrier pigeons 
In the defense of Verdun. A pigeon 
captured by the French conveyed this 
information: 

"The roiling fire of the enemy with 
guns of tlie heaviest caliber Is such 
that sectors S., C, and H. nro to b 
great extent leveled. The garrison. In- 
cluding that of sector V., Is disorgan- 
ized completely. Some of It lias been 
obliged to fall back on the Eighty-third 
and Khiety-elghth regiments, which 
also had to retire. 

"Sector V. (von Raiin's) was sub- 
jected to such fire tl»nt Its observation 
post was put out of nrdel-. All sorties 
nro being bombarded nnd one Is occu- 
pied constantly In replacing ihcm.

At present the 
Greek government gives each refugee 
six cents a day. 

Tho Bed Cjoss I.s devoting much at- 
tention to the prevention of further 
epidemics, such as the typhus scourge. 
which took such a heavy toll at Mytl- 
lene. , 

Food Is scanty and costly, nnd most 
of the refugees are underfed, oven In 
the large towns. IVenrly all' are in 
rags. The hospitals are short of medl- 
clnes and other supplies, and have 
been crowded by Inlhienzn cases. 

Clothing, blankets nnd medicine nro 
aei-ded m nil the Islands. ■ Canned 
meat for broth Is wanted In the hos- 
pUnls. American women run the 
worshops whore clothing Ig made on 
tho three Islands^ of Slytlleiie, Chios 
and Snmos. . 

22,000 In To\Am of Mytllcne. 
Of the r)2,000 refugees on Slvtllene 
22.000 are In the town of Mytllene and 
Its suburbs; tho others are scattered 
obout in 02 villages. 

Of the 20.(i00 refugees on Crlos pnrt 
nro sheltered in old houses and the 
rest In wooden barracks, divided with 
bagfiing and old carpets Into "rooms." 
each accommodating a family of from 
five to ton persons. 

Tho Ifllnnds of Loinnos, Imbros, Ten- 
odoR and Samothrnco-nre- served with 
Bed Cross supplies from Mytllcne; Qln- 
ousn Is served from Ciilos, and Bcanla 
from Samoa. 

The Anierlciin Re<l Cross agents 
were received at Mytllene with the 
greatest enthusiasm. The horses were 
unhitched and the cnrrlage drawn by n 
cheering crowd to tho residence of the 
governor general, who commandeered 
a private homo and placed It at their 
disposal, .

Carrier pigeons tell hendquartera of 
the progress of a battle. Here Is a 
typical report when tho French army 
fought along the Alsne: 

"It Immediately^ appeared that the 
destruction of the German defense 
had been accomplished with as much 
success as could bo hoped for In so 
dlfilcult a country. By 7:30 a. m. we 
learned by carrier pigeon and other 
means that the Chateau de la Motto on 
tho French left near Allemant had 
been carried, and tliat nt the center 
Malnmison Fprt was taken. At 8:45 
Allemant village bad been occupied, 
the prisoners numbered a thousand, 
and, tlie French assault troops were ad- 
vancing across tlie central plateau to- 
ward Vuudesson and Mont Paniasse' 
aunrrj-. At 10:30 the news wns that 
they were nt the north of Hlli 173, tlie 
further spur of Malnmison plateau, 
and In a quarry 220 yards west of tlie 
fort. By 2:45 p. m. the villages of 
Chavlgnon and Vaudesson, with sev- 
eral neighboring quarries lying on the 
northern edge of the Alsno hills, had 
been occupied. Chavlgnon was the 
furthest point contemplated In tho 
plan and represented an advance of 
one and one-half miles made In the 
face of the "best remaining troops of 
the German empire." 

Aided by Camouflage. 
"Willie inany carrier pigeons changed 
their habits of splrailng. llndlng it h 
dangerous practice and learned to fly 
brick and tlion forward at an altitude 
comparatively low, camouflage aided 
birds considerably In getting back to 
their loft carrying with them messages 
from troops In front. At Fort Vaux, 
In the battle of Verdun, the crown 
prince's army had a special group of 
men shooting down carrier pigeons 'as 
they left the fort 

And another story of A^'erdun. It 
was at Thiaumont, sixteen times 
taken, lost and retaken. Wireless nnd 
telephones had long ceased to exist. 
No human being could cross tlie ter- 
rain. The comninndant was In des- 
perate need of communicating with 
tlie rear. Suddenly the glasses re- 
vealed a dog, crouciiing on Us belly, 
crawling, through the flashes, nnd In 
a moment of temporary lull leaping 
forward. On Its back was a jiannler. 
Nearer nnd nearer the dog came, and 
prayers wore Involuntarily offered as 
the beast flattened out Iiere and there 
In the debris for shelter. Another lull 
and the dog leaped forward and at 
last It scampered Into Thiaumont with 
tho pigeons safe in tho pannier. On 
the dog's collar was this message: 
"We relieve you by attack on Frold- 
terro, 3 p. m." 

"Stop the Germnn battery on our 
left. Here are the elements for point- 
ing," v.'as the written message of tho 
commnndnnt sent back by one of the 
pigeons. Another momentary lull rind 
the pigeon Is released. Dog and pig- 
eon, faithful nnd distlngul.shed frienda 
of man. have done their work to save 
civilization.

AVlietber paint was ln\«ented In an- 
swer to a need for a preservative or to 
meet a desire for beau{y Is a question 
full:? as knotty as the ancient one about 
the relative time of nrrlvnl ^of the 
chicken or Uie egg. It was invented, 
though, and It serrea both purposes 
equally;' 60 whetlier It Is an offspring 
of mother necessity or an adopted son 
of beauty remains forever a disputed 
question. 

The first men, cowering under the 
fierce and glaring suns of the biblical 
countries, constructed rode hula of 
wood to shelter tliem. The perlshnblo 
nature of these structures caused rapid 
decay, and it is proboble that the oc- 
cupants, seeking some artificial means 
of preservotlon, hit upon tlie pigments 
of the earth In tlieir search. It Is pei^ 
hnpH natural to suppose that If was 
Uie Instinct of preservation that led 
men to the search, oltliough the glories 
of the sunsets and tlie beauties of the 
rajnbow may have created a desire to 
Imitate thoe« -wonders In- their own 
dwellings. 

The earliest record of the appHca. 
tlon of a preservative to a wooden 
structure dotes from the ark, which 
wna, according to tbe Bible,' "pitched 
within and without" The pitch was a 
triumph of preservation whatever It 
lacked as a thing of beauty. 

Decoration' applied to bulldlnga first 
comes to light with ancient Babylon, 
-whose walls were covered with repre- 
sentations of hunting scenes and of 
combat. These were done In rod and 
the method followed was to pnint the 
scene on the bricks at Uie time of 
manufacture, assuring permanence by 
baking. StricUy speaking, this was 
not painting so much as It was the 
earliest manifestation of our own fa- 
miliar knlsomlning. 
■The first Hebrew to mention pnlnt- 
*lng Is Moses, In the Uilrty-thlrd cliiip- 
■ter of the book of Numbers he In- 
structs the Israelites, "When ye hnvo 
passed over the Jordan Into the land 
of Canaan, then shall ye drive out all 
tho Inliabllants of , Hie land from be- 
fore you and destroy all their pic- 
tures. ..." 

At later periods the Jews adopted 
many customs of tlie peoples who suc- 
cessively obtained power -over Uicm 
and In tJio jipocryphal book of the 
Maccahces Is found this allusion to 
the art of decorating, "Kor as Uio uins- 
ter builder of a new bouse must cAre 
for the whole huilding, but be that 
nudertnketh to set It out and paint It, 
must seek out things for the adorning 
thereof." 

Although Homer plves credit to a 
Greek for the discovery of paint, the 
alinsloDS to It In Uie books of Aloses, 
the. painted mummy cases of tlie Egyp-' 
Uans and, the decorated walls of Baby- 
lon and Thebes fix Its origin at a 
period long antecedent to the Grecian 
era. Tlie walls of Thebes vr^re paint- 
ed 1,000 years before the coming of 
Christ Tind 900 years before " 'Oraer 
smoite his bloomin' lyre." 

Tlie Greeks recognized the value of 
paint as a preservative and made use 
of someUiing akin to It on their slUpa. 
Pliny writes of Uie mode of boiling 
wax and painting ships with It, after 
which, be conUnucs, "neither the sea 
nor the wind, nor the sun can destroy 
the wood thus protected." 

The Romans, .being essentially a 
warlike people, never brought the dec- 
oration of buildings to the hlgh^ plane 
it had readied with the Greeka Tor 
all Uiat the ruins of Pompeii show 
many structures whose mural decora- 
tions are In fafr shape today. The 
colors used were glaring. A black 
background was the usual one and the 
combinations worked thereon red yel- 
low and blue. ' 
. In the early Christian era the use of 
mosaics for churches eomewhal sup- 
planted mural palnUng,^ .Still, during 
the reign of Justinian Uie Church of 
Saint Sophia was built at Constantino- 
ple and Its walls were adorned with 
painUngs. 

In modern times tho uses of paint 
have come to. be as numerous as Its 
myriad shades and Unts. Paint Is 
unique In that Its name jus no syno- 
nym and for it there ts no suhstilute 
material. Bread Is the stufP of life, but 
paint is the life of the staff. 

No one thinks of the exterior of a 
wowlcn building now except In terms 
of paint coated. Interiors, too, from 
painted walls and stained fumiture 
down to the lowliest Itltchen utenMl, 
all receive^ their protective covering. 
Steel, so often asBocIotori with ce;nent 
re-enfortlng, Is, painted before It goes 
to. give solidity to the nmnufactnred 
stone. The huge girders of the Bity. 
scrapers are daubed an ,uglv but eHl- 
clent red underneath the eaWuce coat 
of bla(;k. Perhaps the best example 
of the value of paint on steel Is fougd 
in the venei-ablo Brooklyn bridge, on 
which a gang of painters la kept go- 
ing conUnunily. It )R scarce. poHflible 
to llilnk of a single manufaclured ar- 
ticle which does not meet puint Homtw 
where In tho course of Its constnit- 
tlon. Ko has paint grown Into the 
very tnnrrow of our. lives.

Wi^hlngton. June 2. — A noticeable 
upward trend In business during May, 
especially In those lines related to the 
leading retail trades which bave felt 
the release of buying power lield hack 
by the war, was reported by the fed- 
eral reserve board. 

Prnc|lcally uniform reports from fed- 
eral reserve agents were said to point 
to a summer and autumn oC unusual 
activity. 

A warning was added, however, 
against accepting the prospective pros- 
perity at Its lull face value until con- 
ditions boconiu more clarllied. 

*'The country seems to be passing 
through a period of 'free expenditure 
or reaction from the enforced economy 
nnd business restrictions of the war 
period," a statement by the b6nrd said. 
"If tho present activity sliould prove 
to be based principally on these causes, 
a reaction may be looked for when 
these forces have spent themselves." 

Tho price and reconstruction situa- 
tion was said to he practically a con- 
tinuation of that noted In April, with 
prices showing no tondeucy to retro- 
grade. 

One federal reserve I)aidc found that 
"the public is slowlyi adjusting Itself 
to the couvlctlon that there Is to be no 
rapid post-war drop In ]>rlces and Is 
reconciling Itself to the probability 
that the old pre-war basis may never 
again be reached." 

Agriculturally, the remarkable proiui 
Ise of the early spring appears to be 
sustained In an unusual degree, the 
statement said. Dlverslllcntlon duo to 
organized effort Is making progress 
nnd the cnsh returns" to farmers- are 
expected to ho more than ever before. 
Prices of cattle are cpusliloraljly high- 
er than a year ago, while sheep are 
lower. Iteceipts of ■ hogs have been 
snuiUer, with the price continuing to 
advancQ. 

In steel and Iron the month's output 
fell to the lowest figures In many 
montlis, but a much better tone In the 
market was noted. 

While the bitundnou's coal Industry 
was reported d(?prossed, with an out- 
put less than 70 per cent of that a 
year ago, operators were said to Im op- 
timistic for the future. Tho current 
use of the fuel Is In excess of proiluc- 
tlon. After several weeks of almost 
no demand tho copper nnirket showed 
a slight Improvement. 

General manufacturing was .^^nld to 
be showing decided Improvement. The 
wool marliots wore strong.AvIth prices 
In favor of the seller. Large orders 
hnve been placed for yarns and fin- 
ished goods and woolen nnd worsted 
mills are going hack to full time. 
These conditions nre reflected In the 
denuind for dry goods and shoes. Shoe 
prices are being marked up for fail 
delivery, the outlook being for nn In- 
crease of 2u to CO cents u pair for 
retailers. 

Iletall trnde Is assuming unprece- 
dented volume, while prices contlnuo 
abnormally high. .ItotaIler.s In most 
sections bad nuidc little or no adjust- 
ment, but continued to demand prices 
based upon war conditions, the board 
said. In New York large establish- 
ments report n large volume of busi- 
ness, two-thirds greater than a yoiir 
ago, nnd In Chicago returns raiiffe from 
2') to no per cent In excess of ]i)lS. In 
the South there Is said to bo "no con- 
traction In the public buying power," 
while a greater proportion of cnsli 
sales is reported. 

In 'buildings there has been a dis- 
tinct revival throughout tlie country. 
Ileal estate values were said to be 
hardening, witli sales of farm lands 
on the Increase. 

"The banking position of the country 
Is reported as on the whole sound, 
present clrctimstances consId<!red," the 
hoard" said, and "reserve percentages 
of the federal reserve system hnvo 
shown an ability to hold their own."

Cavalry, Infantry, Artillery and Three

Emergency. ' 

Washington,' JuneN2.— With condi- 
tions In Mexico growing more disiurh- 
hig nnd with apprehension Increasing 
along the border because of the thrcat- 
enmg aspect of nffalrs, the United 
States government Is prepared for 
emergencies that might arise. 

On the Mexican border today the 
United States has more than 13,500 
troops within striking distance In case 
of troubie with Mexico or raids by 
Mexicans across the line. This force 
is divided Into cavalry, 0,000; Infantry. 
8,500, and artillery, 4.000. IJesldes 
these there are three aviation units. 

Word has been sent to Washington 
through confldeutlal channels by Fe- 
lipe Angeles, recently proclaimed pro- 
visional president of Mexico by the 
Vllllstn forces, stating that the ob- 
jects of his revolution are simply to 
restore the constitution of 3S57 nnd to 
protect the lives and property of Mexi- 
cans and foreigners alike "from 
spoliation at tho hands of President 
Cnrranza nnd other forces, working for 
the downfall of the Mexican people." 
General Angeles says that he hopes 
this communication will be placed In 
the hands of the ofllclals of the Unit- 
ed States, from whom he asks no fa- 
vors at present. He expresses the hope 
that the timo will come when Jlexico 
will be restored to the confidence of 
tlic people of the United States at 
which time he will formaUy ask this 
govornmont for recognition.

- Washington, Juno 4.— A terrorist 
bomb plot, covering the entire eastern 
section of tlie country, was attempted 
late Monday night. 

It was aimed against law enforce- 
ment ofllclals and the bombs wero 
timed to explode simultaneously In 
many cities. 

OlUclals are trying to connect tliese 
outrages with the "May day" bombs 
which wore sent by mail to SO ofllclals 
in every section. Last night's bombs 
were not mailed. Those responsible 
for the outrages placed them at tho 
homes of those they sought to as- 
sassinate. 

lu Washington Uio bomb was tlirown 
at the residence of Attorney General 
A. Jlltcholl Palmer. 2132 It street. 

Mr. Palmer has boon tho lentler in 
the prosecution of radicals. Previous- 
ly ho was enemy property custo- 
dian. 

The lower part of the Palmer resi- 
dence was wrecked. None of tho fam- 
ily was Injured, as all wero on tlie 
upper floors. 

Two persons were killed by the ex- 
plosion. One of them Is thought to 
have been tho man who sot the bomb. 
Tho other may have been an accdm- 
pllco or merely a passerby, 

A fragment of one of tlie bodies was 
blown across B street and was found 
on tho doorstep of tho residence of 
Franklin D. Iloosevelt, assistant secre- 
tary of the navy. Another part of n 
body was blown across tlie street and 
went through one of the front windows 
of Ilelmer H. Bryn, the envoy extraor- 
dinary nnd minister plenipotentiary 
from Nor^way to the United States, 
wlio lives at 213T It street. N. W. This 
fragment-foil near a cot on which a 
bai)y was sleeping.

Doctor Ilenner prondsed loyally to 
do Ids hest to work out a peace on 
the basis presented. ''Our state rest^ 
In your hand," said .Doctor Uenner 
following the presentation of the al- 
lies' terms, "i.nd we hope before the 
conscience of the world that the allies 
win not nbuso this power,'* 

The entire peace treaty was not pre- 
sented to the Austrlans, and tho 15- 
-day stipulation with regard to their 
reply, therefore, refers only to the por- 
tion of the tenns handed them. 
Doctor Renncr Complains of Delay. 

Doctor Jtenacr opened with a com- 
plaint at the delay In the presenta- 
tion of the peace terms. The chan- 
cellor declared the Austrlon republic 
was entirely free from the Ilapsburg 
dynast.v. It would never have de- 
clared war Itself, lie asserted. The 
chancellor concluded his address ot 
12:50. The address was translated 
Into English and Italian.' 

Doctor Ilenner stood' while reading 
Ids speech, and his attitude, like that 
of the entire Austrian delegation, was 
extremely 'courteous, contrasting 
Rlnirply with that of Count von Brock- 
dorff-RantKau and the Gennans at 
Versailles. The c-onclllatory tones of 
Doctor Uenner apparently created a 
good Impression on tlie nllled delega- 
tion. The general atmospbcro seemed 
quite friendly. •

Those clauses which nro not y«t 
ready for presentation will bo de- 
IlvenMl ns soon as possible, tlie Aus- 
trlnns In' the meantime having the 
opportunity to begin work on the 
greater part of tho treaty In an ef- 
fort to facilitate a final decision. 

Tlie Austrian treaty follows exnet- 
ly the Rfimo outline as the German, 
and In- many places Is Identical with 
It except for the clpmgc In name. 
Certain specific new clauses Included, 
especially as regards the new RtntoB 
creatwl out of the former Austro- 
liungarlim empire and the protection 
of tho rights of the racial, rellgtons 
ond llngulsltlc minorities In Aiistrlo, 
Czecho-Slovakln, Roumaiila and Serb- 
Croat-Slovene state. 

Austria Is left by the treaty a 
state of from fl.OOO.OOO to 7,000,000 
people, IhhabUlQg a territory of be- 
tween 5,000 and 0,000 squnre miles. 
She is requlrett to recognlKe the com- 
plete Indopondcnoe of Hungarj', Csie- 
cho'.Sioyakln and the .Serb-Cront- 
Slovene state, and to cede 6ther 
territory which previously In union 
•^vith her composed the empire of 
Austria-Hungary, with Its popula- 
rtlijn of over 50,000.0(50. people. 

To Demobilize Navy. 

Austria agreed to iiccept the lcaj;ue 
of nations covenant and the labor 
charter, to renounce all her extra 
European rights, to demobilize her 
wholo naval and aerial forces, to ad- 
mit tlie right of trial fby the allied 
and -tssocliited powers of her na- 
tionals fcTilIty of vlohitint; llie law and 
cu.stoms of force, and to accept 
detaHed provisions similar to those 
of the Gormon treaty as to economic 
relations and freedom of transit. 

Of the following summary part one 
of tlio tretity containing the -covenant 
of the Jleague of nations imJ part 
tWtflTO, coirtalning the Inbor conven,- 
tlon^ :are omitted . as being Identical 
with «orrosporiding sections of the Gor- 
rcnn Irettty, IPart six. donling with 
prisoners of -i^-fir and graves, and T>art 
eleven, with aerliil navigation, are aUo 
Identical except for the substitution 
of names, and are likewise ondttod. 
Part thirteen of the Gorman treaty 
containing ;;uarantve3 of execution Is 
not paralleled In tlw Austrian treaty. 

^ PreambJe. 
• The prwimble Is longer and more 
.detailed than In the German summary 
and Is as follows: 

"Whereas, on tlio requxst of the for- 
med- Imperial and royal Auotrn-Hunga- 
rlaw government mi arndKtlce was 
granted to Austria-Hungary on Noveni- 
her3, 1918, by the prlriclpid allied nnd 
associated powers In order tliat a 
treaty of peace might be concluded, 
nnd, 

"Whereas, the allied ond associated 
powers are equally desirous timt the 
war- In >vhlch certain among thoni 
were fiuccessfully Involved, directly or 
Indirectly, against Austria, nnd which 
originated In the declarnllon of war 
against Serbia on .Tuly 23,-101-1, by the 
former imperial and royal Austro- 
Hnngarlnn government, and In the hos- 
tilities conducted by Germany In nlil- 
anco with Austria-Hungary should be 
replaced by it llrni. Just and durable 
pence; and 

"Whereas the former Austro-Hun- 
garlan monarchy has now censed to 
exLst, and has been replaced In Aus- 
tria by a republican governmont; and 

"Whereas, the principal nllled and 
associated powers have already rec- 
ognized that the Czecho-SIovak .'ithte, 
in which are Incnrponiteil certain por- 
tions of said monarchy. Is n free, 
independent and allied state; and 

"Whereas, the said powers liave rec- 
ognized the uiion nf certain portions' 
of the said monarchy with the terri- 
tory of the kingdcun of Serbia as a 
free. Independent and allied state, un-

"Whereas, It Is necessary while re-

These fancy 
meats are considered even more nour- 
ishing than many of the cuts of menta 
frequently ordered. For Instance, lab- 
oratory tests show that a pound of liv- 
er contains nearly twlco ns much pro- 
tein as a pound of beef, which has an 
average percentage of bone and fut.

EULOGIZES U. S. SOLDiERS; 
' IVIUST PREVENT MORE WARS 



Says Society of , Nations Is Fruit of 
Sacrlflce— Views Foes of Plan In 
Same Ught as Those Who Opposed. 
Union of North and South. 

.Paris, May 31.— The text of tlie 
Memorial address of President Wilson 
nt Suresnes cemetery, Is as follows: 

"Mr. Ambassador, Ladles and Gen- 
tlemen,' Fellow Countrymen; 

"No one with a heart In his breast 
no American, no lover of humanity, 
can stand In the presence of these 
graves without the most profound emo- 
tion. These men who He here are 
men of a unique breed. Their like 
has not been seen since the days of 
crusades. 

"Never before !uive men crossed the 
iaeaB to a foreign land to fight for a 
cause of humanity which they did not 
pretend was particularly tlielr own, 
but knew was tho cause of humanity 
and of mankind. And when they came 
they found comrades for their courage 
and their devotion. They found arm- 
ies of liberty already In the field — 
men who, thougfi they had gone 
through three yeari? of flery trial, 
seemed only -to be just diBcovoring. not 
for a moment losing, the high temper 
of the gi-eat afCalr; men seasoned In 
the bloody service of liberty. Joining 
hands with these, the men of America 
gave the greatest of all gifts — the- gift 
of life nnd the gift of spirit. 

Praises Unflinching Courage. 
I "It win always, be o treasured mem- 
ory. on the part of those wlio know and 
loved these men that the testimony of 
everybody who saw them In Uie field 
of action was their unflinching cour- 
age, tlielr ardor to the point of au- 
dacity, their full consciousness of the 
high cause they had come to servo and 
their constant vision of the Issue. 

"It is delightful to leani from those 
who saw these men fight and saw them 
waiting In -the trenches for a sum- 
mons to the fight that they had a touch 
of tho high spirit of religion, that 
they knew they were exhibiting a spir- 
it as well as n physical might and 
tliofio of us who know and love Amer- 
ica know that they were discovering 
to the whole world the true spirit and 
devotion of their motherland, Jt was 
America who came In the person of 
these men and who will forever be 
grateful tImt slie was so represented. 

"And It Is the more delightful to en- 
tertain these, thoughts because we 
Icnow that these men, though burled In 
a foreign land, arc not burled In ap 
alien soli. They are at home, sleep- 
ing with the spirits of those who 
thought the same thoughts nnd enter- 
tained the same aspirations. The no- 
ble women of Suresnes have given evi- 
dence of the loving sense with which 
they received these dead as their own, 
for they have cared for- their graves, 
they have made it their Interest their 
loving Interest 'to see that there was 
no hour of neglect and that constant- 
ly through all tho months that have 
gone by the raothei-s at home'shoidd 
knoAv that there wore mothers here 
who remembered and honored tlielr 
dead. 

"You have just heard In the beauti- 
ful letter from M. Clemenceau what 
I believe ^to bo the' real message of 
France to us on n day like this, a mes- 
sage of genuine comradeship, a mes-. 
sage of genuine sympathy, and I have 
no doubt that If our British comrades 
were here they would speak in the 
same spirit and In tliQ same language. 
For tJie beauty, of this war Is that It 
has brought a new partnerfildp and a 
now comradeship and a now under- 
standing Into tho field of the efCort ot 
tho nation. 

Lesson Taught by Sacrifices. 

"But It would bo no profit to us to 
eulogize these Illustrious dead If we 
did not take to heart the lesson which 
they have taught us. They arc dead ; 
they have done their utmost to show 
their devotion to a great cause, and 
they have left us to see to. It that 
that cause ■ sbnll not be betrayed, 
whether In war or peace. It Is our priv- 
ilege and our high duty to consecrate 
ourselves afresh on a day like this to 
the objects f<?r which they fought. ; 

"It Is not necessary that I should re- 
hearse to you what these objoeta were. 
These men did not come acrossitlie sea 
merely to defeat Germany nnd her as- 
sociated powers In the war. They 
came to defeat forever the things for 
which the central powers stood, tlm 
sort of power tliey meant to assert In 
tlie worUL , j 

"So It Is our duty to take and main- 



tain the safeguards which will sec to 
It tlmt tlie motlicrs of America and 
the mothers of' France and England 
and Italy and Belgium and all other 
suffering imtlons should never bo 
called upon for tlds' sacrifice again. 
This can be done. It must ho done. 
And It' will be done. The things that 
these men left us, tliougb they did not 
In their counsels conceive it, Is the 
great luBtru meat which we have Just 
erected In the league'of nations. ■ 

".Th6 league of nations Is the cove- 
nant, of government that tliesc men 
shall not have died In vain,~ I like to 
think that the dust of those sons of 
America who were privileged to be 
burled In their mother country will 
mingle wltli the dust of the men 
who fought for the preservation of 
the Union, nnd that America might be 
united, tliese men Imve given their 
lives In order tlmt tlic world might be 
united. 

, '.Tliose mengavo their lives in order 
to secure tlie -freedom of a nation. 
Tliese men have given theirs In order 
to secure tho freedom of mankind, and 
I look forward to an age when It will 
be just as Impossible to regret the re- 
sults of their labor as It Is now 
Impossible to regret the results 
of the labor ' of those men who 
fought for the union of the states. I 
look for the time when every man who 
now puts his counsel against the uni- 
ted service of mankind under the 
league of nations will be just as 
ashamed of It as If he now regretted 
the union of tlie states. 

Fight Final Battle for Right 
. "You are aware, as I am aware, that 
the airs of an older day are beginning 
to stir again, that the standards of an 
old order are trying to assert them- 
selves again. There la here and there 
an attempt to Insert Into the counsel 
of statesmen the old reckoning of sel- 
fishness and bargaining and national 
advantage which were the roots of 
this war, nnd any man who counsels 
these things advocates a renewal of 
the sacrifice whicli these men have 
made: for if this is not the final bat- 
tle for right there will be another that! 
win be final. 

"Let these gentlemen who suppose 
that It Is possible for them to accom- 
plish this return to an order of which 
we are ashamed ami that wo are ready 
to forger, realize they cannot accoui- 
plish It The peoples of the world 
are In the saddle. Private counsels of 
statesmen cannot now nnd cannot 
hereafter determine the destinies of 
nations, 

"If we are not the servants of the 
opinion of mankind, wo are of all men 
the littlest, the most contemtlble. the 
least gifted with vision. If we do not 
know courage, we cannot accomplish 
our pnrpos-e, and this age Is an age 
which looks forward, not backward; 
which.rejccts the standard of national 
selfishness that once governed the 
counsels of nations and dcmonds that 
thoy shall give way to a now order of 
things. 

"This Is a challenge that no previ- 
ous cenemtlon ever dared to give ear 
to. So nmny things have happened and 
they have happened so fast In tho last 
four years that I do not think many of 
us realize what It Is that has hap- 
pened. Think how Impossible It would 
have been to got n body of responsible 
statesmen seriously to entertain the 
Idea of the organization of a league of 
nations four years ago!' 

"And think of the change that has 
taken place I I was, told before I came 
to Franco that there would be confu- 
sion of counsels about' tlds thing and 
I found unity of counsel. I was told 
that there would bo opposition and I 
found union of action. I. found tho 
statesmen with whom I was about to 
deal mdted fn the Idea that wo must 
have a league of nations; that wo 
could not merely make a peace settle- 
men and then leave It to make Itself 
effectual. 

Spirits Not Buried With Bodies. 

"Ladles and gentlemen, we all be- 
lieve, I hope, that the spirits of these 
men are not burled with their bones." 
Their spirits live. I hope— I believe— 
that' their spirits are present with us 
nt this hour. I hope that I feel the 
compulsion of their presence. I hope 
that I realize the slgnincance of their 
presence. Think, soldiers of those 
comrades "of yours who are gone. If 
they were here, what would they say? 
They would not remember what you 
ore talking about today. Tliey would 
remember America which they left 
with their high hope and purpose. 
And they would say: 

"'Forgot all tho little circumstances 
of the day. Be ashamed of the jeal- 
ousies that divide you. Wo connnnnd 
you *ln the name of those wlio, like 
ourselves, have died to bring the coum 
sols of men together, and we remind 
you what America said sho was bom 
for. She was born, sho said, to show 
mankind tho way to liberty. She was 
born to make this great gift a common 
gift She was bom to show men tlie 
way »of experience by which they 
might realize this gift and maintain U, 
and we adjure you In tho name of all^ 
the great traditions of America to 
make yourselves soldiers now once for 
all In this common cause where wo 
need wear no uniform except the uni- 
form of the heart* "
